A frosty specimen exhibiting 
just a touch of localized weakness at the tip of the eagle's rear 
feathers. Some sunset-red and golden patina has gathered on 
each side. 

A sharply defined and 
lustrous gem type coin, this piece is virtually identical to the 
gem 1857 above.

Very rare in gem condition, the '27-D is 
considered by one expert in the series to be scarcer than the 
1919-D with a foil strike, and is rated as an R.5 in MS 65 
condition. Both sides of this coin are brilliant and display a 
slight bit of golden patina. Softly struck on the Indian's braid 
and also a bit weak on the bison's head. Shimmering mint 
luster and very attractive. 

137 1928-D MS 64 NGC. Deep satiny luster with blushes of light- 
gold color on both sides. Well struck for the issue. 

138 1929 MS 65 NGC. A full, sharp strike and unusually bright 
mint brilliance both complement this bttle gem. 

139 1936-D MS 66 NGC. An extraordinarily well struck example 
of this notoriously weak issue. This may, in fact, be the one of 
the best struck '35-Ds we have ever seen The surfaces are 
virtually flawless and are covered with golden and lilac toning 
Population: 4 in 66, none are finer. 

140 1936-D MS 66 NGC. As bright, lustrous, and untoned as the 
day it was struck. A superb example.

144 1913 Type Two PR 64 PCGS. Subdued matte surfaces with 
overlays of delicate golden-gray on each side. 

A superb gem proof whose watery, 
mirrored surfaces are overlaid by a light scattering of 
champagne-gold toning. 

146 1937 PR 67 PCGS. Uncommonly deep mirrors and surfaces 
that are void of even the tiniest imperfection. A dazzling, top 
quality proof Buffalo. 

EARLY HALF DIME 

147 1796 MS 64 PCGS. V-5, R.3. Undoubtedly from the 
Wadsworth-Rea hoard, but far superior quality to most pieces 
we have seen from that group. The dual impression one gets 
when viewing this coin is of thick mint luster and deep, 
multicolored toning. The striking details are weakly impressed 
in the center of each side, and this is probably enough to 
prevent a gem grade. The obverse is toned in deep shades of 
blue, rust, and golden-gray.

Struck from 
heavily lapped dies that not only resulted in prooflike fields 
but also thinned several of the letters and devices on the 
reverse. Deep, mottled toning is seen over both sides with 
strong underlying brightness from the polished dies. A bit 
softly struck in the centers. 

150 1836 MS 66 PCGS. Small 5 C. V-2, R.2. An immaculate Bust 
half dime that is fully detailed on all the hair curls and even 
fully struck on the feathers of the eagle. The surfaces exhibit a 
frosty, untoned appearance and the fields show no 
imperfections. A very unusual and desirable type coin in an 
exemplary grade. Population: 5 in 66, none finer. 

SEATED HALF DIMES 

151 1838 No Drapery AU 50 ANACS. Well struck and untoned 
with some mint luster visible throughout. 

152 1853 Arrows MS 63 PCGS. An untoned example of a very 
popular type. Arrows coinage has always been avidly sought 
due to the short tenure of the designs. This particular example 
actually appears to grade at a higher level and may in fact be 
downgraded as a result of heavy clashing. The obverse is semi¬ 
prooflike. 

153 1854 Arrows MS 64 NGC. The original mint luster is subdued 
somewhat by the deep, almost opaque, reddish-gray toning 
that covers both sides of this popular, short-lived type coin. A 
bit softly struck, most evident on the upper left portion of the 
wreath on the reverse. 


PROOF BUFFALO NICKELS 
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154 1856 MS 64 NGC. Satiny luster peers out from beneath a light 
layer of iridescent golden toning on the obverse. The reverse is 
just as satiny, but untoned. 

155 1856 MS 65 NGC. The obverse is layered in bright-golden 
toning while splashes of gunmetal-blue and gold adorn the 
reverse. A well struck example of this popular type coin. 

156 1859 MS 63 NGC. Deeply toned, the coin's bright underlying 
luster is due in part to having been struck from striated dies. 
Well struck except on the stars on the right side of the 
obverse. 

157 1860 MS 65 PCGS. First year of the Legend Obverse design 
and a fully struck example. The surfaces are toned in lovely 
shades of emerald-green with rich rose colored accents 
surrounding the devices.

Deeply toned in the fields and in 
the recesses of the design with bright, almost brilliant, accents 
on the highpoints Reasonably well struck. Comparable to the 
Lovejoy specimen (Stack's 10/90), and as such one of the finest 
pieces known. 

170 1836 AU 58 PCGS. Just a hint of rubbing shows on the 
highpoints. Nicely toned and original.

A lot for the 
specialist, date collector, or accumulator of finest know ns. 

216 1853 Arrows and Rays AU 55 PCI. Mottled gray-gold toning 
shows on each side. A lustrous example of this one-year type. 
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217 1856 MS 64 PCGS. Softly struck on the reverse, original 
green, golden, and gray toning blankets both sides. A popular 
type coin. 

218 1857 MS 63 PCGS. Evenly toned over both sides, the surfaces 
lack enough luster to attain a higher grade. Also, a bit of 
striking weakness is noted as well as a small grease stain (as 
struck) to the right of the date.

quarter and a widely collected date. This specimen is 
unusually nice, as the fields are very lustrous and there is a 
smattering of golden-ochre color on both sides in a mottled 
fashion.

While not completely struck 
on the head of Liberty, this is the only defect we see on this 
otherwise exceptional coin. Lightly toned with strong 
underlying mint luster. 

243 1919 MS 65 Full Head NGC. A highly lustrous example of this 
scarcer, early SLQ Both sides are lightly toned and the only 
obvious abrasions are a couple of field marks in the lower left 
of the reverse. 

244 1920 MS 65 PCGS. Medium density toning covers both sides of 
this lustrous gem. Just a bit softly struck on the highpoints of 
the design. 

245 1926 MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Barely toned en the obverse and 
none on the reverse.

A lovely gem type coin and 
one that is problem-free with a gentle peripheral overlay of 
rich-golden color. 

251 1930 MS 66 Full Head PCGS. A superior example of this 
popular, final year of issue. Most of each side is brilliant but 
there is an arc of deep, multicolored toning at the top of the 
obverse and also at the bottom of the reverse. 

Superb mint luster and completely 
untoned. The head detail is almost complete, only lacking the 
hole in the ear.

A problem-free example with 
some light rubbing on the highpoints. 

Lustrous, this near-mint half 
has rich golden-brown toning that covers both sides. Softly 
struck on the stars.

263 1830 MS 63 NGC. 0-110, R.3. Nicely toned on the obverse and 
retaining most of the original mint luster. Somewhat softly 
struck in the centers. 

264 1834 MS 63 PCGS. Large Date, Small Letters. 0-104, R.2. 
Deep russet toning shows on the obverse, the reverse is lighter 
in appearance with good luster characteristics. 

265 1834 MS 64 NGC. 0-105, R.l. A bit softly struck in the 
centers, the coin has excellent luster characteristics and both 
sides have a light golden patina that is framed by deep cobalt- 
blue at the margins. 


SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

266 1863 Arrows and Rays MS 62 NGC. A pleasing mint state 
example of this popular one-year type coin. Moderately 
lustrous surfaces with even light golden toning and few 
distracting marks. 

Actually a much rarer date than the 
153,950 mintage figure might suggest. Most of the known 
specimens are in low grades, this conservatively graded VF 
displays some luster still clinging to the devices, and is a 
superior, well struck example. A few minor marks and 
abrasions are noted but are not detracting from the coin's 
pleasant appearance. Some light, gray-gold patina has 
gathered on each side. 

268 1880 MS 66 PCGS. A popular date with collectors because of 
the low output of business strikes (8,400 pieces). This is a 
dazzling, prooflike gem that is completely brilliant. The 
devices are heavily frosted and the fields are deep enough in 
their mirrored reflectivity to present a rather pronounced 
cameo contrast. A special coin that needs to be seen to be fully 
appreciated. Population: 9 in 65, only 7 finer. 


PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

269 1880 PR 64 NGC. Just as with the 1880 business strike above, 
this piece is also completely brilliant. The two make an 
interesting side-to-side comparison and are quite instructive 
when it comes to the differences between proofs and business 
strikes. This proof has glassy mirrored fields of illimitible 
depth. There are a few stray hair fines, but no signs of the tiny 
field marks that are seen on the business strike. Essentially a 
no-contrast coin, the eagle is a bit softly defined as is often the 
case on proofs from this era. 

270 1888 PR 64 NGC. Mostly brilliant with appreciable contrast 
between fields and devices. A very bright specimen, just a few 
wispy obverse hairlines from gem quality.

This is a well struck example that doesn't have any 
objectionable marks, but it also doesn't have much in the 
luster department either. 

408 1851 MS 61 NGC. Excellent luster characteristics for this 
conservative grade. 

409 1851 MS 62 PCGS. Softly struck in the centers with attractive 
orange-gold coloration. Excellent luster 

410 1861 MS 64 NGC. Well struck with attractive two-toned 
yellow and orange-gold coloration. Lustrous. 

411 1853 MS 61 PCGS Bright with a few too many field marks to 
qualify for a finer grade. 

412 1853-0 MS 60 NGC. A common O-mint gold dollar and a 
logical choice for type purposes. This piece is well struck with 
several larger field marks that prevent a higher grade. 

413 1854 Type One MS 61 NGC. Original golden-orange surfaces, 
satiny in texture. 

414 1864 Type One MS 64 PCGS. Totally original with golden- 
orange toning. Light clashing is evident on the reverse. 

415 1854 Type Two AU 55 NGC. Bright yellow-gold surfaces with 
some slight planchet buckling, as struck, above the portrait. 


1855 Type Two AU 53 NGC. A bit weakly struck on the hair 
curls but well defined in the center of the reverse. Bright 
surfaces. A scarce and popular type coin. 

417 1855 Type Two AU 55 PCGS. A bit softly defined in the 
centers, as usual, the surfaces have a rich-golden patina and 
there are some obvious clash marks in the fields. 

418 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. A very presentable type coin that 
has a great deal of luster remaining and shows a decent strike. 

419 1866 Type Two MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous, the striking 
details are a bit soft in the centers and there are heavy die 
clash marks on each side, as usually seen. A popular gold type 
coin. 

420 1865 Type Two MS 62 PCGS. Second year of this short, 
three year type. Slightly soft in the centers, as usual, with 
poorly-defined tops to the 18 of the date. Good luster with 
some light chatter in the right obverse field. Scarce in mint 
state. 

421 1855-0 AU 55 PCGS. A moderately scarce gold dollar and a 
popular and important one as it is the final year of gold dollar 
production from the New Orleans mint as well as the only O- 
mint Type Two. Slightly soft in the centers, as always. 

422 1867 MS 64 NGC. Excellent as a type coin representative of 
the Type Three gold dollar series. This coin is well struck and 
exhibits deep, satiny surfaces, with a pleasant, bright-gold 
sheen. Scarce in this high grade as only 7 in 64 and 6 finer 
have been certified by NGC. 

423 1860-S AU 58 PCGS. A scarcer S-mint gold dollar with an 
impressively low mintage of only 13,000 pieces. Survivors are 
seldom seen above the VF-XF grade level. Well struck in most 
areas, this piece has good portions of mint luster still 
remaining and shows a light color overall. 

424 1874 MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous but too much chatter to 
grade higher. 

425 1874 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous, with a tinge of red-golden toning 
on each side. None of the letters in LIBERTY show on the 
headband. 

426 1879 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with exceptionally lustrous 
surfaces, a lovely example of this scarcer date. 

427 1879 MS 66 PCGS. A moderately scarce gold dollar that has 
proved to be a popular date not only because of the 
impressively low mintage of 3,000 business strikes, but also 
because of the excellent visual appearance of the coins that 
are known. Well struck with exceptionally lustrous surfaces, a 
splash of deeper reddish-gold color is seen on the obverse. 

428 1882 MS 63 PCGS. Vibrant mint luster, as most examples of 
this low-mintage (5,000 pcs.) issue tend to exhibit. 

429 1883 MS 66 PCGS. Semi-prooflike with rich orange-gold 
color. Another in this decade of low-mintage issues. 

430 1884 MS 68 PCGS. A glittering prooflike jewel that is 
virtually impossible to improve upon. For whatever reason, 
the gold dollars of the 1880s were made as nicely as any coins 
ever minted by our government. Coupled with the fact that a 
number of these little gems were set aside by collectors and 
well preserved over the years, collectors now have the 
opportunity to buy a visually stunning piece of numismatic 
art. One of the great gold highlights of this sale. 


Unless otherwise noted, all population figures are from the February Population Report or the January Census Report from NGC. 
All Trends values are from January. 
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431 1885 MS 65 PCGS. A lovely coin that has bright, semi- 
reflective fields and just a hint of rose colored patina. 

432 1886 MS 63 PCGS. Razor sharp with a vibrant, semi-prooflike 
appearance. The 1886 is somewhat scarcer than some of the 
other low-mintage dates from the 1880s in mint state, 
particularly in high grades. 

433 1889 MS 64 PCGS. Free of noticeable blemishes, with an 
original, satiny appearance. 

434 1889 MS 66 PCGS. Superb examples of this date come on the 
market with some regularity and, as such, are popular with 
type collectors. A shimmering jewel, with light coppery-red 
toning on both sides. 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

435 1836 AU 55 PCGS. Head of 1834. Sharply defined with 

pleasing, problem-free surfaces. A noteworthy coin for the 
collector. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

436 1852-C XF 40 PCGS. A scarce coin in all grades and one that 
is rarely seen above the XF level. This piece shows the usual 
softness in the centers (especially the reverse), but does not 
suffer from the usual planchet problems. A few normally seen 
abrasions are noted on each side. 

437 1853 MS 62 NGC. Subdued luster with a few small luster 
grazes and a couple of minor contact marks. 

438 1855 MS 62 PCGS. A well defined quarter eagle from this 
period, there are few distracting blemishes and the coin is 
fully lustrous. Population: 12 in 62, 6 finer. 

439 1856-S AU 50 PCGS. An uncommon S-mint quarter eagle and 
one that is very much underappreciated even by gold 
specialists. A bit lightly struck on the devices, the most 
obvious surface flaws are a couple of field marks on the upper 
reverse. Good remaining luster around the devices with a bit 
of light orange-gold color. Trends $1,200. 

440 1857 MS 62 PCGS. Excellent mint luster, the striking quality 
is uniformly high, lacking only highpoint detail on the eagle's 
left leg. 

441 1857-S XF 45 NGC. While a relatively high mintage issue, the 
'57-S is a bit scarcer than one might imagine. This is a softly 
struck coin whose bright surfaces show an edging of rose 
colored patina around the devices. 

442 1858 MS 64 PCGS. A date almost never found this nice. 
Boldly struck with very lustrous surfaces and virtually no 
marks. One tiny line across the cheek keeps this piece from 
the gem category. Tied with one other coin as the finest 
graded by PCGS. 

443 1858-C XF 45 NGC. A relatively pleasing example without the 
normally encountered striking deficiencies and inferior 
planchet quality. Soft green-golden color is present on each 
side. One of just 9,056 pieces struck, with a surviving 
population of fewer than 100 coins. 


444 1863-S XF 45 NGC. A rare and often overlooked S-mint 
quarter eagle that is difficult in all grades and especially 
elusive in high grades. This is a clean example whose main 
problem is a softness of strike that is most readily apparent on 
the reverse. Otherwise, a problem-free coin with light color. 

445 1871-S AU 55 PCGS. Moderately scarce in all grades, this 
specimen shows typical softness of strike on both the hair 
curls as well as the eagle's leg. Rich orange-gold color and 
retaining much of the original luster, there are a few more 
noticeable field marks on the obverse. Trends $875 in AU 50, 
$3,300 in MS 60. 

446 1872 XF 45 PCGS. A scarce, later issue in the Coronet series 
with a mintage of only 3,000 pieces. This coin is well defined 
for the date, and there are a few noticeable marks on each 
side. Some deep, copper-red patina has formed in the 
peripheral areas. 

447 1873 MS 60 NGC. Open 3. Well struck with some normally 
seen contact marks on each side. 

448 1873 Closed 3 MS 60 NGC. Scarce and widely collected, this 
coin is very bright, but shows some scuffiness in the fields. 

449 1896 MS 64 NGC. A splendid near-gem Coronet quarter 
eagle, this piece is exceptionally clean for the grade. The 
reverse shows reddish-coppery color that is several shades 
deeper than the obverse. 

450 1898 MS 61 NGC. Boldly struck for the issue. 

451 1898 MS 66 PCGS. Fully struck in all areas with smooth, 
lustrous surfaces that are accented with some bright-golden 
patina. Scarcer than one might imagine with only 26 pieces 
graded by PCGS in 65 and another 8 in higher grades. 

452 1902 MS 64 NGC. Very clean for the grade. 

453 1903 MS 67 PCGS. This is an outstanding type coin whose 
surfaces are nearly flawless and exude a warm satiny luster. 
Both sides display pinpoint detailing and are framed in 
delicate bluish pastels. Population: 10 in 67, none higher. 

454 1904 MS 66 NGC. Astonishing quality in a Coronet quarter 
eagle. The luster is superb, swirling around the surfaces as it 
is angled beneath a light and showing a lovely orange-gold 
patina with a faint trace of olive at the rims. 

455 1906 MS 64 NGC. Satiny, unblemished surfaces, tinted a 
pleasing yellow-gold about the stars and lettering. 

456 1906 MS 66 PCGS. Excellent luster characteristics and 
overlaid with a lovely medium golden patina. A nice piece for 
type purposes. 

457 1906 MS 66 PCGS. While the 1906 is a rather nondescript 
issue among Coronet quarter eagles, this coin has the vivid 
color many examples of this date are known for. It is also 
sharply struck and, of course, shows no observable surface 
flaws. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

458 1908 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous, with an average strike. Popular 

as the first year of this new, unusual type. 
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459 1908 MS 64 PCGS. Bright and lustrous surfaces with only the 
most trivial field marks. Sharply struck except on the top of 
the eagle's wing, as always. 

460 1909 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with soft, muted luster and a 
light overlay of copper-golden color. A really nice coin with 
very clean fields for the grade. 

461 1911 MS 62 PCGS. Nicely struck with an abundance of rich 
gold patina. 

462 1911 MS 64 PCGS. A choice example of this popular issue. 

463 1911-D MS 62 NGC. An unusually well struck example of this 
often weak issue, even the mintmark shows good definition. 
Bright surfaces with considerable reddish patina. 

464 1912 MS 62 NGC. 

465 1913 MS 64 NGC. Light reddish color with intense, flashy 
luster. Kept in the 64 grade by a couple of minor contact 
marks on the reverse. 

466 1914 AU 58 NGC. Lightly circulated with a couple of small 
scratches in the fields. 

467 1914-D MS 61 PCGS. A sharply struck, lustrous example of 
this scarcer date in this short and collectible series 

468 1915 MS 63 NGC. Boldly struck with soft, glowing mint frost. 
The surfaces are exceptionally clean for a coin of this type. 

469 1915 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with much bright-red color on 
each side, and overall a lovely, problem-free coin. 

470 1925-D MS 62 NGC. 

471 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Rich color and remarkably clean surfaces 
on the obverse. Only the reverse falls a bit short of gem 
quality. 

472 1927 MS 66 PCGS. Superb luster and color characterize this 
impressive gem Indian quarter eagle The surfaces are also 
free from any distracting blemishes and the overall eye appeal 
is strong 

473 1927 MS 66 PCGS. A virtually flawless gem Indian quarter 
eagle. Just a few minute ticks keep this piece from perfection. 
Incredible eye appeal with blazing mint luster. Tied with one 
other piece as the finest graded by PCGS. 

474 1928 MS 66 PCGS. Breathtaking mint luster and color with 
rose-gold surfaces. A sharp looking and elusive gem type piece. 

475 1929 MS 66 PCGS. A gorgeous gem quarter eagle that 
displays flashy luster, a bold strike, and very clean surfaces. 
Unspotted with even, yellow-gold color. 


PROOF INDIAN QUARTER EAGLE 

476 1910 PR 64 PCGS. The 1910 issue continues the Roman Gold 

or Satin Finish proofing process for gold proofs as begun the 
previous year, this being a brighter variant of the matte 
proofing process. The official mintage for this issue was 682 
pieces. This number is obviously either a typographical error 
in the mint report or most of the mintage was melted as 
unsold at year's end, as this year is one of the scarcer dates in 
the series, only exceeded in rarity by the 1909 and 1915. One 
estimate places the number of survivors in the range of 34-36 
pieces, but that number may be a bit low. We estimate 75-100 
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may actually be extant. Akers only recorded 21 appearances in 
the thirty-year survey he conducted, and that number 
obviously included several duplications. This is a very 
handsome example of the date whose surfaces show only the 
slightest imperfections. Even orange-gold color with much 
underlying brightness. Population: 27 in 64, 7 finer. 


THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

477 1856-S VF 35 NGC. This piece offers the collector an 
opportunity to acquire an affordable three-dollar gold piece 
from the San Francisco mint. Smooth, even surfaces show only 
moderate wear. 

478 1870 MS 62 PCGS. From a mintage of 3,500 pieces, Akers 
estimates that only about 250 business strikes remain in all 
grades. This is certainly one of the finest specimens known of 
this scarce issue. The fields are bright and prooflike, this effect 
created by the myriad die striations seen on each side. Just a 
bit softly struck on the highpoints of the devices, there are 
numerous small abrasions that account for the grade, but none 
that are singularly distracting. Population: 6 in 62, only 1 
finer. 

479 1874 MS 61 PCGS. A bit softly struck, the surfaces show a 
rich rose-gold patina. The most distracting features on the 
coin are a few field marks and a small scratch in front of 
Liberty. 

480 1874 MS 62 PCGS. Good luster and eye appeal characterize 
this common, late date three-dollar. The strike is a bit soft on 
the highest portions of the design, but this is a minor concern. 
There is a slight rose tinge to the luster that gives the piece a 
colorful accent on each side. 

481 1878 MS 62 PCGS. A sharply struck type coin, with 
shimmering luster and no seriously detracting marks. 

482 1878 MS 64 PCGS. A beautiful three-dollar gold piece that 
has silky smooth, lustrous surfaces that are unaffected by any 
large or distracting blemishes. The thick mint frost has taken 
on a layer of reddish-orange patina. A must-see coin for 
anyone searching for just the right piece for a type set. 

483 1889 MS 61 PCGS. Scarce final year of issue with a 
diminutive mintage of only 2,429 pieces. Well struck with 
numerous light field marks limiting the grade. 

484 1889 MS 62 PCGS. Final year of issue for the denomination, 
the 1889 is a popular type coin that was saved at the time of 
issue, but not in the large numbers that many other type coins 
were. This piece is well struck and shows excellent luster 
under uniform golden-orange color. 


EARLY HALF EAGLE 

485 1810 Large Date. Large 6 MS 60 NGC. An affordable 

example of this early gold type. Early gold has been taking a 
back seat to dated gold for the past several years. The trends 
of the numismatic market have always been hot and cold. We 
expect to see early gold type coins come tinder collector 
pressure again. The wise collector seeks out these outstanding 
buys when the coins are out of favor with the marketplace. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 
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486 1834 Plain 4 XF 45 PCGS. Bright semi-reflective surfaces that 
exhibit relatively sharp definition in the centers. Popular 
initial year of the Classic Head type. 

487 1836 XF 45 PCGS. Original yellow-gold surfaces with few 
appreciable marks and a strong strike in the centers. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

488 1841 XF 40 NGC. Very sharply struck and problem-free for 

the date with abundant copper-crimson toning visible on the 
reverse. A very pleasing coin for the date and a scarcer early 
Coronet five. 


489 1842 AU 50 PCGS. Small Letters. While not as scarce as the 
Large Letters variety, the Small Letters is definitely a difficult 
item to locate in AU or better condition. The Small Letters 
coins were struck early in the year as the dies for the Large 
Letters variety were sent to the various branch mints no later 
than March 22. This piece is well struck with numerous tiny 
abrasions, but the only ones that deserve individual mention 
are a long mark in the upper left obverse field and a small 
cluster of pinprick abrasions in the right reverse field. Trends 
$4,500. 

490 1843-0 XF 45 NGC. Large Letters. A rare coin in all grades 
and quite elusive in XF or better. There is some dispute 
whether the Small Letters or Large Letters variety is the 
scarcer of the two. Written sources say the Small Letters is 
the more common, but Trends reflects higher prices in all 
grades. There is some softness of details at the borders but 
overall this is a pleasing, problem-free example of this scarce 
issue. Trends $1,200 in XF 40, $3,500 in AU 50. 

491 1846 AU 58 PCGS. Large Date. The more commonly seen of 
the two date varieties, the coin is green-gold in color and 
displays traces of prooflikeness in the fields. Trends $475 in 
AU 50, $2,350 in MS 60. 

492 1848 AU 55 PCGS. A much scarcer coin than the mintage of 
more than a quarter million would suggest, this piece 
represents an excellent value in a near-mint No Motto half 
eagle. Well defined on the obverse with softer reverse details, 
the fields are bright and lustrous and only minor blemishes 
are noted. 

493 1850 AU 50 PCGS. A deceptively difficult issue whose high 
mintage of 64,491 pieces makes the 1850 appear easier to 
locate than it really is. Very difficult above XF. this piece has 
just a trace of semi-prooflikeness in the fields The devices 
show a bit of striking softness on the obverse that is more 
pronounced on the reverse. Minimally abraded. Trends $1,700. 

494 1856-S XF 45 PCGS. A moderately scarce No Motto S-mint 
half eagle. This is a well struck piece that has numerous tiny 
abrasions scattered across both sides, none of which sire 
singularly important. 

495 1859 MS 62 NGC. A very boldly struck coin with deeply 
reflective surfaces and a wire rim that encircles each side. We 
believe this may possibly be a proof or some sort of 
presentation piece. The extraordinary quality of this early 
date is matched by an attention to detail that is uncommon to 
say the least among business strike gold coins from this era. 

496 1860 AU 55 NGC. Rare in all grades and scarcer than any of 
the P-mint issues from 1843-57, except perhaps for the 1850. 
Conditionally rare as well, the vast majority of known 


examples are in the VF-XF grade range. This is a strongly 
struck coin that shows no weakness on either side. The 
surfaces are bright and show only minor abrasions. Trends 
$1,700 in AU 50, $4,350 in MS 60. 

497 1873-S AU 53 PCGS. Very rare and seldom seen in any 
condition, the 1873-S has a mintage of only 31,000 pieces but 
the attrition rate must have been very high as only a few coins 
survive today in any condition. This piece is tied with one 
other coin for third finest certified, and both of these pieces 
are bested by a PCGS AU 58 and an NGC MS 61. As such, this 
is a very important coin and one that should be of interest to 
many rare gold collectors. The devices are sharply struck and 
much luster remains, especially on the reverse. There are a 
series of three milling marks on the cheek of Liberty and a 
couple of other small facial abrasions that serve to identify this 
important coin. Trends $9,250 in AU 50. 

498 1875-CC XF 45 PCGS. Most of the gold coins produced at 
Carson City were subjected to a long life of continuous 
circulation, resulting in most coins of this era being well worn 
or damaged. This example must have escaped such a life, as it 
shows only light, even wear and virtually no prominent 
abrasions except for a small scrape in the right obverse field. 
There were only 11,828 half eagles struck, and this is an 
exceptional piece. 

499 1876 XF 46 NGC. An exceptionally rare half eagle and one 
which we're always pleased to handle. This piece is well 
struck, except on the eagle's neck, with slightly reflective 
fields and a few small, scattered abrasions. Only 1,432 
business strikes were produced making this one of the rarest 
dates in the With Motto series. 

500 1878 MS 63 NGC. The surfaces are bright and lustrous with 
traces of reddish-gold color in the protected areas. As a date, 
the 1878 half eagle is fairly elusive in uncirculated, but 
virtually all of those grade MS 60 to MS 62. Choice examples 
are very scarce. Population: 2 in 63, 3 higher. 

501 1878-S MS 60 NGC. Bright surfaces and minimal abrasions for 
a coin of this grade. A bit softly struck in the centers with 
sharp details on the peripheral stars. 

502 1883 MS 61 PCGS. A conditionally scarce issue, noticeably 
abraded in the left obverse field and on Liberty's cheek, 
otherwise select. 

503 1883-S MS 63 PCGS. A bright and lustrous example of this 
scarcer San Francisco date from the 1880s. A few small facial 
abrasions are present on the obverse. 

504 1884 MS 61 NGC. Boldly struck with some scuffiness in the 
fields. A tough P-mint five at the mint state level. 

505 1884-S AU 53 NGC. Well struck with deep, reddish tinged 
surfaces. 

506 1884-S AU 55 PCGS. A slightly better date that is quite 
difficult in AU and mint state. Bright mint luster with a 
somewhat baggy appearance. 

507 1887-S MS 63 PCGS. Frosty mint luster with a bold strike and 
some light marks on the cheek. 

508 1888-S AU 53 NGC. A scarce and underrated issue that is 
usually found no better than VF This is an elusive coin in this 
grade displaying myriad contact marks on each side 
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509 1891 MS 61 NGC. Minor scuffiness in the fields, accentuated 
by the glittering semi-prooflike finish. An elusive, low-mintage 
P-mint five that has a small but evenly distributed number of 
survivors in mint state grades. 

510 1891-CC XF 45 NGC. An affordable example of this Carson 
City product. 

511 1892-CC XF 45 NGC. Original with spotty orange coloration 
and minimal wear for the grade. 

512 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck but the luster is quite subdued. 

513 1893-CC MS 62 PCGS. Popular final year of issue for the 
Carson City mint. The surfaces exhibit much original, satiny 
luster and are not heavily marked. An affordable example. 

514 1893-S AU 58 NGC. Pleasing deep, orange-gold patina is seen 
on each side. 

515 1896 MS 61 PCGS. Sharp and original. P-mint production of 
half eagles was reduced to just 58,960 coins in 1896. 

516 1896 MS 63 PCGS. A much scarcer date in choice grades and 
rare as a gem. This coin is very lustrous and bright with above 
average surfaces and no heavy abrasions. Population: 20 in 63, 
3 higher. Trends $3,850. 

517 1897 MS 63 PCGS. Bright,semi-reflective surfaces that show 
some deep-orange coloration. 

518 1897-S AU 55 NGC. Bright with semi-reflective fields. 

519 1898-S MS 61 NGC. Quite scarce in mint state, this piece is 
fully lustrous and sharply struck. 

520 1906-D MS 62 PCGS. Lightly toned. 


INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

521 1908 MS 62 PCGS. Deep orange-gold color in the fields on 
each side. 

522 1908 MS 62 PCGS. Bright, sparkling luster. 

523 1908 MS 64 PCGS. A lovely first year of type that is fully 
struck and only separated from the gem category by a couple 
of minute ticks on the highpoint of the cheek and another 
couple in the reverse field. 

524 1909 XF 45 ANACS. Light, even wear 

525 1909-D MS 63 NGC. The Indian's face is surprisingly free from 
blemishes Rich-golden luster shows on each side. 

526 1910 MS 62 NGC. Lustrous with some red-golden color. A 
somewhat scarcer early P-mint. 

527 1911 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous with a few contact marks and 
some weakness of strike on the eagle's wing 

528 1911 MS 62 PCGS. Bright golden luster on both sides. 

529 1911 MS 62 PCGS. A bright, satiny appearance 

530 1911 MS 62 PCGS. 

531 1911 MS 62 NGC. 


532 1912 MS 64 NGC. The 1912 is a common date in lower grades, 
but is scarce in choice condition with only 41 pieces certified as 
such by NGC with only 2 finer. As typical for the issue, the 
surfaces have a mild granularity with a soft satiny texture. 
Light reddish-gold color overall, the devices are sharply 
defined in all areas and the coin shows few abrasions, giving 
the piece a suggestion of an even higher grade. 

533 1912-S XF 40 ANACS. A collectible and affordable grade of 
this scarcer issue. 

534 1913 MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck with complete, unbroken 
luster and showing a few scattered marks over the surfaces. 

535 1914-S AU 58 PCGS. A near uncirculated example of this 
conditionally rare issue, very lustrous and original. 

536 1915-S AU 50 ANACS. Clean surfaces and showing some light 
wear. The strike is very sharp overall, though the mintmark is 
typically indistinct. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

537 1842 AU 50 NGC. Small Date. The Small Date 1842 is a bit 
less rare than its Large Date counterpart, but is a moderately 
challenging coin to locate, nevertheless, and one that is 
especially elusive in higher grades. This is a well struck piece 
that shows ample remaining luster and the normal quota of 
field marks. Trends $1,750. 

538 1849-0 VF 20 PCGS. A very rare issue, not as poorly struck as 
often seen, this piece has subdued green-gold surfaces that 
appear stained and dirty on the reverse. Minimally abraded 
for the most part, a rarely offered issue. 

539 1851 AU 50 NGC. Good color and substantial remaining luster 
with some striking weakness noted and a couple of larger 
marks in the left obverse field. Scarcer than the mintage 
would indicate. Trends $1,150. 

540 1851-0 AU 50 PCGS. Only a moderately scarce issue but 
quite elusive in AU condition. This piece is well struck in the 
centers but shows considerable weakness at the peripheries. 
Rich orange-gold color. The only mark of note is a large 
abrasion on the obverse between stars 5 and 6. Trends $1,600. 

541 1854 VF 25 PCGS. A slightly better date but worth only a 
small premium. A nice coin for the grade. 

542 1854-0 AU 50 NGC. This is a relatively well struck coin that 
does show the usual softness on the obverse stars but actually 
has good definition in the centers. Nice orange-gold color and 
abrasion-free for the most part. 

543 1864-0 AU 50 NGC. Small Date. The more common of the 
two varieties of the year, but not by as large a margin as 
claimed by Akers (1980). Taken as a date, the '54-0 is 
comparable to the 1853-0, and relatively available in lower 
grades. However, in AU condition it is quite scarce and a 
desirable issue in that grade. Softly struck, as usual, the 
surfaces show a few minor marks and there is a tinge of rose 
colored patina around the devices. Trends $3,250. 

544 1857 XF 45 PCGS. A scarce and underrated date that is very 
difficult to locate any finer than the present specimen. This 
piece is softly struck on the highpoints of the design, and the 
yellow-gold surfaces of the coin show just a touch of light 
reddish patina. There are two more obvious marks on the 
reverse, one in the field above the eagle's head and the other 
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in the field below the olive branch. Trends $1,100 in XF 40, 
$4,600 in AU 50. 

545 1868-0 AU 60 NGC. One of the more common mintmarked 
No Motto tens, made so by the existence of a small hoard that 
entered the market in 1985. This piece shows moderate 
amounts of deep, copper-orange patina on either side. A bit 
softly struck on the highest portions of the design. 

546 1860-0 AU 60 PCGS. A few nice AU 1860-0 tens have 
surfaced over the past decade suggesting the existence of a 
possible small hoard of this issue, probably from Jackson, 
Tennessee. Still, an important condition rarity with only 12-13 
pieces behoved to exist in AU. Well struck, this piece shows 
rich orange-gold color and bright surfaces overall with no 
more than the usual amount of bagging marks from a coin of 
this grade. 

547 1876-S XF 46 NGC. Rare in all grades, the ’76-S has the 
second lowest mintage of all S-mint tens with only 5,000 pieces 
struck. It is very rare above VF, and in terms of condition 
rarity ranks in the top 10% of all ten-dollar gold pieces. The 
fields retain a faint amount of original prooflikeness that is 
still vaguely evident when held beneath a light. A bit softly 
struck on the obverse, the surfaces show a number of small 
abrasions but none that deserve individual mention. 

548 1879 MS 60 NGC. Sharply struck, but a bit dull in the luster 
category. There are a noticeable amount of abrasions on the 
obverse. 

549 1879-S AU 55 PCGS. Well struck and richly toned. Very scarce 
any finer. 

550 1880 MS 61 NGC. Moderately lustrous and well struck but 
quite extensively abraded as would be expected from the 
grade. 

551 1880-0 XF 45 PCGS. A rare and overlooked late date O-mint 
ten that is difficult in all grades. This is a light yellow-gold 
coin that shows a few noticeable bagging marks in the fields 
on each side. Trends $900 in XF 40, $2,000 in AU 50. 

552 1880-S MS 61 NGC. Lots of cartwheel luster appears on this 
coin. Orange-golden patina has gathered on both sides. 
Surprisingly rare in this grade. 

553 1880-S MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck with semi-prooflike fields. 

554 1881-S MS 60 PCGS. This coin has some bright-pink color and 
is semi-prooflike on each side. 

555 1882-S MS 62 PCGS. As pleasing an example as one is likely 
to find for this very difficult condition rarity. Only two MS 63 
examples grade higher. 

556 1884-S AU 58 NGC. Very scarce in strict mint state, this well 
struck coin represents a good value in this near-mint grade. 

557 1884-S MS 60 NGC. A scarcer date in all grades that is 
especially difficult above XF. In mint state the '84-S is 
especially elusive. This solid uncirculated piece shows 
numerous bagmarks and a couple of heavy ones on the obverse 
that account for the grade, but the strike is strong, and there 
is rich reddish-golden color over both sides. 

558 1886 MS 62 PCGS. A bright, lustrous coin. 

559 1886 MS 62 PCGS. A decidedly better P-mint, well frosted on 
the portrait and displaying pleasing golden color. 


560 1886 MS 62 PCGS. The Liberty eagle series has scores of dates 
which just aren't available in grades higher than MS 62 or 63. 
A very challenging date in this challenging series. 

561 1886 MS 62 PCGS. Deep golden-orange color and moderately 
abraded. Scarce in mint condition and especially so any finer 
than MS 62. This example could arguably be in a holder 
marked MS 63. 

562 1886-S MS 62 NGC. Deep orange-gold color with peripheral 
accents of green. Scarce in this grade. 

563 1887 MS 60 PCGS. Fully brilliant with scattered abrasions 
well distributed over both sides. The lower mintage 1887 is 
quite elusive in mint state, with most of those only of average 
quality. Population: 11 in 60, 9 higher. 

564 1887-S MS 61 NGC. Lustrous with only a few stray field 
marks limiting the grade. 

565 1888-S MS 61 PCGS. Decent luster, especially for the grade. 

566 1890 AU 55 NGC. A scarce ten-dollar Liberty that is very 
difficult to locate in strict mint state condition. This is a well 
struck piece with some remaining luster and a bright-gold 
appearance. 


567 1890 MS 60 NGC. Lustrous and well struck with some 
noticeable abrasions in the obverse field. Scarce in mint 
condition. 

568 1891-CC AU 55 PCGS. Well struck throughout and showing 
numerous small abrasions, most of which are unfairly 
magnified by the intense, sparkling fields. A nice looking coin 
for the grade with only slight friction on the highpoints. 

569 1891-CC MS 62 NGC. A pleasing example from this popular 
mint. 

570 1895 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with deep orange-gold color. 

571 1896 MS 63 NGC. Much scarcer than a common date with 
only 12 pieces graded this high by NGC. Good luster with a 
few scattered marks. 

572 1895-0 MS 62 NGC. A scarce date and very pleasing for the 
grade with decent luster and very clean surfaces. One copper 
spot near the date is visible. Population: 5 in 62, 3 finer. 

573 1896 MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck with good color. Surprisingly 
scarce. 

574 1896 MS 62 PCGS. A well struck example. 

575 1896-S AU 50 NGC. Better struck than the average '96-S, this 
piece shows rich reddish patina surrounding the devices and 
semi-reflective fields on each side. 

576 1897-0 AU 55 PCGS. Relatively available in this grade, but 
quite elusive any finer. Well struck. 

577 1899 MS 61 PCGS. Satiny luster and a few normally seen 
contact marks. 

578 1900-S MS 61 PCGS. Another scarce mint state Liberty eagle. 
The luster is subdued by myriad tiny contact marks. 
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579 1901 MS 62 PCGS. A lovely mint state type coin that displays 
good mint luster and a strong strike in all areas. 

580 1901 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with a few abrasions. 

581 1901 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with smooth, lustrous surfaces 
that only show the slightest superficial luster breaks. A lovely 
type coin. 

582 1901 MS 66 NGC. The fields of this lovely coin have a satiny 
quality that enhances the brightness of the coin and its overall 
eye appeal. A few tiny marks are noted but do not detract. 
Fully struck with a pleasing orange-gold color. 

583 1903-0 MS 61 NGC. Lightly abraded. 

584 1903-0 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with rich orange-gold color 
and satiny luster. 

585 1903-S MS 66 PCGS. Dazzling color and luster, with 
impeccably preserved surfaces. The '03-S is occasionally seen 
in MS 62-63 condition, but gems are very scarce. Population: 7 
in 66, none higher. 

586 1904 MS 61 PCGS. Great eye appeal. 

587 1905-S AU 55 NGC. A very scarce date in strict mint 
condition, this near-mint example represents good value in 
this scarcely seen issue. Well struck and missing just a bit of 
luster in the fields and on the highpoints of the devices. 

588 1906 MS 63 NGC. A lightly toned example. 

589 1907 MS 63 PCGS. An attractive example of this last year of 
issue. 


INDIAN EAGLES 

590 1907 No Motto MS 61 NGC. A lovely type coin. 

591 1907 No Motto MS 62 PCGS. Pleasing for the grade. 

592 1908 No Motto MS 64 NGC. A very scarce issue with a 
mintage of only 33,500 pieces. While not as difficult to locate 
as the mintage might indicate, the 1908 No Motto is an elusive 
item that Akers ranks as a low R.7 in MS 64 condition. Well 
struck on the reverse and showing just a bit of softness over 
the ear on the obverse. The surfaces are bright and lustrous 
and show just a few scattered blemishes. Trends $6,500. 

593 1908-S MS 64 PCGS. A quality example of this popular San 
Francisco issue. A tiny dig below the mouth of Liberty is 
noted. 

594 1911 MS 62 NGC. Very clean for the grade. 

595 1912 MS 64 PCGS These early date Indian eagles are so 
attractive when they are original, high-end examples. A tiny 
nick on the chin goes almost unnoticed. Light russet gold 
color. 

596 1915-S MS 61 PCGS. One of the toughest Indian eagles to 
acquire in any mint state grade. An original, pleasing example. 


LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

597 1853/2 AU 50 NGC. Breen-7162, "extremely rare." Lustrous, 

with a pale, yellow-gold color. A rare variety for the advanced 
gold specialist. 


1861-S XF 45 NGC. A moderately scarce S-mint twenty and a 
difficult date to locate in choice condition. This is an original 
piece that shows deep russet colored encrustations 
surrounding the devices and a few field marks. 

599 1867-S XF 40 PCGS. A scarce Type Two that is very difficult 
to locate any finer than XF. This is a clean piece with medium 
yellow-gold color and a fair amount of luster remaining. 

600 1868-S XF 45 NGC. A slightly above average example of this 
scarcer S-mint Type Two twenty. The strike is slightly soft but 
the surfaces are clean for the grade and there are noticeable 
traces of luster still clinging to the devices. 

601 1871-S AU 55 NGC. Very scarce in AU, the ’71-S is a good 
value in this grade as the price jumps dramatically from AU to 
MS 60. This is an original coin with a few small abrasions and 
a decent amount of luster on both sides. 

602 1872-S AU 58 NGC. Well struck with bright surfaces and 
peppered with numerous small abrasions. 

603 1873-S Open 3 XF 40 NGC. An original example of this scarcer 
variety with medium-golden color and quite a few small 
abrasions peppering each side. 

604 1873-S Open 3 XF 45 NGC. The scarcer of the two types. Some 
luster remains under the devices, but there are numerous 
small abrasions on each side. 

605 1874-CC XF 40 PCGS. A moderately scarce Carson City 
twenty and a popular coin as a Type Two. Lightly abraded and 
a bit softly struck. 

606 1875 MS 60 PCGS. Bright, semi-reflective fields and 
bagmarked enough to merit the grade. 

607 1876 MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous but a bit too bagmarked to 
grade higher. A scarce and desirable gold type coin in mint 
condition. 

608 1876-CC AU 58 PCGS. Wholly original with no significant 
abrasions and ample remaining luster. This popular CC 
twenty is most often seen in lower grades. 

609 1877 MS 61 NGC. Well struck with superb mint frost over 
both sides, unfortunately marred by a number of small 
abrasions. A scarce date and a popular one as the first year of 
the Type Three twenties. 

610 1877-S MS 60 NGC. An average uncirculated piece with the 
majority of marks concentrated on the obverse. 

611 1877-S MS 60 PCGS. Sharply struck with reddish-gold color 
and a hint of pale olive at the margins. Quite scarce in mint 
state. 

612 1878 MS 60 PCGS Semi-prooflike fields accentuate the lightly 
abraded surfaces that one would expect from a twenty in this 
grade. 

613 1878-S MS 60 PCGS. Subdued luster and rather baggy as 
would be expected on a 60 coin. Somewhat scarcer issue. 

614 1880-S MS 61 PCGS. A date which is virtually impossible to 
find any nicer. This example has lovely original surfaces and is 
a true premium example for the grade. 

615 1881-S MS 60 NGC. Light scattered surface marks. 
Traditionally underrated in true mint state condition.

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1882-CC XF 40 PCGS. A median rarity among Carson City 
twenties, this piece has rich reddish color over both sides, 
traces of mint luster, and minimally abraded surfaces. 

1882-S MS 60 NGC. Highly lustrous with a pleasing yellow- 
gold tint and few appreciable surface marks. 

1884-CC AU 58 PCGS. The surfaces on this popular Carson 
City issue are quite bold and frosty, just barely missing full 
uncirculated status. The 1884-CC is one of the few CC 
twenties that can reasonably be obtained in full AU condition. 

1884- S MS 61 PCGS. Frosty and completely original, 
displaying a layer of greenish-gold patina about the outer 
portions. 

1885- S MS 61 NGC. Fully struck with the few small abrasions 
one would expect, but really quite a pleasing coin for the 
grade. 

1885-S MS 62 PCGS. Highly lustrous with appealing, original 
color. The vast majority of uncirculated 1885-S double eagles 
don't measure up to this attractive coin. 

1888 MS 61 NGC. A very difficult date to find in true mint 
state, the surfaces are lustrous with a green-gold tint. Sure to 
attract the attention of the knowledgeable gold collector. 

1888-S MS 61 NGC. Slightly baggy, but this is about as nice as 
this date comes. 

1888-S MS 61 PCGS. Lustrous and conservatively graded. 

1890 MS 62 PCGS. A satiny specimen, kept from high grade 
status by a few scattered obverse bagmarks. Another tough 
issue, once listed as a common date. 

1892- S MS 63 NGC. Only a handful of coins grade any finer. 

A very nice example of this popular date. 

1893- S MS 62 PCGS. An original, moderately lustrous coin 
that is well struck and minimally abraded. 

1899-S MS 63 PCGS. A very tough issue to find any nicer. 

1900 MS 65 PCGS. A popular, turn of the century year, this 
specimen is abundantly toned with rich-golden peripheral 
color fading to brilliant in the centers, just as if it had been in 
a paper roll for the last 95 years. Very attractive and 
conditionally scarce. Worth a hefty premium due to the low 
survival rate of quality examples of this date. 

1902-S MS 63 PCGS. A scarce and underrated date in choice 
condition with only 28 so graded and 13 finer. Surprisingly 
clean surfaces for the grade with good luster and a strong 
strike. 

1904 MS 64 PCGS. An exceptionally clean specimen, orange- 
gold in color. 

1904 MS 65 PCGS. Bright swirling mint luster and showing 
just a light bit of golden-orange color. A vibrant and lustrous 
type coin. 


There are several small abrasions in the lower reverse field 
beneath the eagle's tail feathers. 

634 1923-D MS 65 PCGS. Superb luster and a sharp two-toned 
contrast with rich-golden centers and deep, green-gold 
peripheral color. 

635 1924 MS 65 PCGS. Radiant mint luster and surfaces that are 
every bit as clean as the coin is lustrous. An outstanding type 
example. 

636 1926 MS 65 NGC. Exceptionally clean and showing slightly 
variegated orange-gold color. Good luster.

648 1936 Bridgeport MS 66 PCGS. Light silvery-gray color.

The surfaces on this 
conditionally scarce early commem are well struck and display 
a bit of light-golden toning on the obverse.
